Executive Director’s Report

Fall legislative session. The legislature is scheduled for Veto session in November, we are
paying attention to conversations going around. There are no specific liquor legislative items at
the moment.

ILCC continues to work with the Governor’s office regarding budgeting. We are in a good place
but still looking at possible scenarios under the 5% and 10% budget cuts. ILCC does not rely
heavily on the General Fund, most of our operations are revenue generated.

ILCC Operations & Public Act 100-1050

The Interagency Agreement with Revenue has expired, the ILCC ise now a completely
independent agency. There are still some synergies with Gentax.

ILCC staff continues to work remotely and we continue to make sure all work, including field
work is done in a safe manner with PPE. We have full capability to work remotely and have not
lost efficiency.

ILCC Covid-19 Directives

Region 1V and Region VII mitigation efforts were removed due to increased progress in

combatting Covid. Region I saw a rise and we are coordinating with local government agencies
and licensees to ensure they are taking all precautions while balancing the desire to keep business

going.
